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“H alf baked people should 
not 
read Tolstoy ,” was the declaration 
of Mrs. Demarchus ( \ Brown of In­ 
dianapolis in her lecture on 
“ T ols­ 
toy , the Voice of the E ast,” at the 
Graham 
school 
auditorium 
last 
night. She asserted that the reader 
should he in 
thorough 
sy mpathy 
with 
the 
Russian 
novelist 
and 
preacher or he would he misunder­ 
stood. 
Although Tolstoy 
contains 
some 
of 
„the 
most 
wonderful 
descriptive passagess ever 
written 
and although he ranks with V id or 
Hugo by the greatness of his scope 
in some of his works, Mrs. Brown’s 
final estimate of him was not very 
great because of his many inconsis­ 
tencies and his orientalism. 


Before the lecture began, the class 
decided to bring Mrs. Brown back 
for another lecture, a 
week 
from 
Monday night, although last night’s 
was the tenth lecture and « dosed her 
contract. 
A fter pay ing for the com­ 
ing lecture, the class will have ap­ 
proximately fifty dollars and it was 
vote« ! that should he used to start a 
fund to purchase a stereoptican m a­ 
chine for tin* Graham school uuili- 
torium. 
M 


Mrs. Brown talked briefly of the 
Russian people before taking up in 
detail their greatest exponent. 
She 
recalled they begun to 
take 
their 
place among European nations with 
the reign of Peter the Great, who 
opened the closed Russian windows 
to western i« leas. 
The French revo­ 
lution terrified the Russians as it did 
every other nation she asserted, and 
their culture was blighted. 


“Coming down to the 
nineteenth 
century ,*’ 
the 
lecturer 
continued, 
we fiml culture in full bloom again. 
The double origin of the 
Russian 
people gives them a double person­ 
ality . 
They are a childlike lovable 
people and after y ou skim 
off 
the 
bureaucracy , 
y ou 
find 
the 
most 
charming, most artistic and origin­ 
al people. 
Tschaikowski, I believe 
was the greatest composer the work 
ever knew. 
Compared to him, Liszt 
seems like noise for the sake of noise 
and \fozart and Beethoven seem un- 
worn. I believe Russia is just across 
the threshhold. 
“Tolstoy was the only really great 
Russian who was allowed to go <m 
unpunished 
and unham issed. 
The 
iterary men were constantly hound­ 
ed by the government. 
“In no Russian is the dual ch ar­ 
acter of the people better exempli- 
lied. Tolstoy , the artist was one of 
the greatest geniuses the world lias 
ever known. 
He stepped over the 
hreshhold. 
In him is expressed the 
true 
Russian 
trait, 
the 
constant 
seeking after truth. 
The Russians 
are a my stic people, intensely reli­ 
gious and 
intensely 
superstitious 
due to their oriental origin.” 
Mrs. Brown said that 
when 
it 
was considered that a half century 
ago 9 9 per cent of the people were 
illiterate and 9 0 
per 
cent 
were 
serfs, the Russian people had made 
truly great 
strides. 
She 
recalled 
that Tolstoy wrote for the two ex­ 
tremes, 
t he 
aristocrats 
and 
the 
peasants, hut did not know the mid­ 
dle class. 
Many persons think, she asserted 
that his “W ar and Peace” 
is 
the 
greatest thing ever 
written. 
None 
compares with it, she 
sai« ^ except 
Hugo’s “Les Miserables.” 
It is the 
birth of the nation, she added, and 
it is neither history nor novels, but 
is an epoch. 
, 
Tolstoy w’as a member of the up­ 
per class and led a dissolute life 
while a y oung man. 
He served in 
the Crimean war and 
first 
gained 
recognation by stories written then. 
“The C aucasus” relates his impres­ 
sions gained in the Caucasus moun­ 
tains, the most romatie spot in R us­ 
sia, which are to Russians what the 
Highlands are to the Scots. 
She re-

ferred to “Anna Karenina” as one 
of his great novels 
and 
the 
one 
which no person should read unless 
they are in sy mpathetic 
attitude. 
Other novels coming under a later 
period were “The Resurrestion” and 
“ Kreutser Sonata.” 
the seeonti Tolstoy , Mrs. Brown 
recalled, is Tolstoy 
the 
preacher. 
She quoted Edmund Grosse, the rio­ 
ted English critic, who sai« l of Tol­ 
stoy that he had the soul of an Eng­ 
lish chemist and the body of a Hin­ 
du Buddhist. 
When 
lie was 
fifty 
y ears old, Mrs. Brown said, he ox- 
perien« *ed what we call a conversion 
because he had never been satisfied 
with the Russian church. 
He was a 
born heretic*, refusing to believe that 
which other people told him until lie 
had investigated. 
He frequently , in 
the latter period of his life, faced 
about squarely and taught another 
dogma diametrically opposite to that 
he had preached the lecturer declar­ 
ed. 
She recalled the 
comment 
of 
one who had said be wore “ blind­ 
ers” and could not see only in front, 
so that when turned around, he had 
to face about completely 
Mrs. Brown said that a fte r 
his 
conversion he preached against the 
four inherent traits 
of 
man, 
the 
sense of greed, sex, war and reli­ 
gion, which did not deter people, but 
delighted them. 
They 
listened 
to 
him because it tickled their ears, she 
said but they went on tin* same way . 
“ Renounce was 
his 
chief 
<*rv,” 
Mrs. Brown said of the latter day s 
of his life. 
“ ‘Leave the false civili­ 
zation of the cities;’ he cried, ‘and 
return to the freedom of nature.’ as 
many before hhn did and many after 
him have done.”

pany last night was a quiet affair as 
compared to some of former years 
when there was a fight for a place 
on the directorate. It required but 
one-half hour to elect three new -di- 
rectors and hear the reports on the 
financial condition of the company. 


The directors elected were John 


H. Frazee, Robert L. Tompkins and 
Frank A. Capp, for terms 
of 
two 


years. Mr. Capp is the new member 
of the board taking the 
place of 


Frank Reynolds. Mr. Tompkins and 
Mr. Frazee have been on the board a 
lumber of years and were re-elect- 
ed. There was no fight for a place 
on the board and no other names 
were placed in nomination. The sec- 
retary was instructed to cast 
the 


vote of all present lior the three can- 
didates'. 


The reports of General Manager 


Davis, and Secretary .Spivey were of 
especial -interest because the com- 
pany made many improvements in 
the property here and at Milroy dur- 
ing the past year. The indebtedness 
of the company is $31,500 which is 
composed of two notes.jjbf $15,500 
each, held by the Rusjy|0ounty Na- 
tional and the RushySe National 
banks. The company Is also indeb- 
ted to L. A. Frazee.of Connersville 
in the sum of $500 in connection 
with the purchase of the New Long 
Distance line from 
here to Glen- 


wood. This makes the total of $31,- 
500. 


In buying the New Long Distance 


line from here to Glenwood the di- 
rectors put through a fine piece of 
business, giving the local company 
direct connection to Connersville. 
The line cost $1;000 and in the ten 
months that the Rushville company 
has owned the line the income has 
been $458.05. 


The total earnings of the 
plants 


amounted to $12,998.32 for the year. 
Three thousand dollars was applied

Rushville-Glenwood 
line. The 


company during the past year made 
a wonderful gain.

Following the dismissal in Fed- 


eral1, court yesterday of the suit to 
test 1 the new trading stamp law, lo- 
cal ^attorneys believe that the filing 
f the suit by the Home Merchants 


Trading Stamp Association, a Ken- 
tucky corporation, will result in this 
company making a rush for the .sec- 
retary of state's office to take out 
the proper papers for a foreign cor- 
poration doing business in Indiana. 


The sudden collapse of the test 


case in Federal court resulted be- 
cause it was discovered that 
the 


Home Merchant company had never 
complied with the laws of the state 
of Indiana and was doing business 
here without the necessary charter. 
For thisreasou the company had no 
legal rfgnt to bring suit. 


Attorneys here are speculating on 


the next action of the attorney gen- 
eral and the five prosecutors, who 
were 
defendants 
in 
the 
action 


brouglit by the stamp company. Un- 
der' the law, the trading stamp com- 
pany is liable in each of the counties 
in which it is doing business, for 
violation of the foreign corporation 


law. 
Whether the prosecutors will 


Sle suit to collect the penalty impos- 
ed under the law, remains to be seen. 
If .tbeicompuny has been doing busi- 
ness -in this state without the nec- 
essary charter, it is stated that it 
is liable to a fine of not less than 
$1,000 oil more than $10,00 in each 
county, where it did business. 


The law governing foreign corpor- 


ation was passed in 1907 and pro- 
vides "that before any foreign cor- 
poration -for profit shall be permitt- 
ed or allowed to transact business or 
exercise any of its corporate powers 
hi the state of Indiana, other than 
insurance companies building 
and 


loan companies and 
surety 
com- 


panies they shall be required to com- 
ply with the provisions of this act 
and shall be subject to all the regu- 
lations, prescribed herein, as well as 
all other, regulations, limitations and 
restrictions applying to corporations 
of like";'clittracte1f- organized under 
the luwS-of-this state." 
' In Federal court it was

out in the motion to dismiss the suit 
lirought''by the trading stamp con- 
cern to test the law, that the cor- 
poration was not entitled to do busi- 
ness here because the necessary pro- 
vision of the law had not been com- 
plied with. Prosecutor Stevens, .-who 
was one of-the defendants, has not 
decided what 
course he will take 


in this matter, but if tlie other pros- 
ecutors, bring suit he will likely do 
the same.

He claims his defeat is due to 
liumanitarian sentiment a very good 
excuse. Let us hope that he will de-

those humanitarian senti- 


ments dead in him so long. 


"Regardless of his boasts of be- 


ing a great general, his defeat is due 
primarily to his inability in directing 
operations and his total diregard for 
the saffety of his soldiers.

The 


Democrats have never polled a vote 
as big us this, while the Republicans 
before the split several times went 
even higher.

The Prohibition vote in 1912 was

in some of his works, Mrs. Brown'?

Mrs. Brown talked briefly of tin 


Russian people before taking up ii 
detail their greatest exponent. She 
recalled they begun to 
take 
their 


place among European nations witl 
the reign of Peter the Great, who 
opened the closed Russian window.! 
to western ideas. The French vpv,p- 
lution terrified the Russians .as it .die 
every other nation she asserted, am1 


their culture was blighted. 


"Coming down to the nineteenth 


century,"- the 
lecturer continued 


"we find culture in full bloom again 
The double origin of the 
Russian 


people gives them a double person- 
ality. 
They are a childlike lovaule 


people and after you skim 
off the 


bureaucracy, 
you. find the most 


charming, most artistic and origin- 
al people. 
Tschaikowski, I believe 


was the greatest composer the work 
ever knew. Compared to him, Liszl 
seems like noise for the sake of noist, 
and Miozart and Beethoven seem un- 
worn. I believe Russia is just across 
the threshhold. 


"Tolstoy was the only really greai 


Russian who was allowed to go or 
unpunished 
and unharrassed. 
The 


literary men were constantly hound- 
ed by the government. 


"In no Russian is the dual char- 


actor of the people better exempli- 
fied. Xolstoy, the artist was one oJ 
the greatest geniuses the world ha 
ever known. 
Ho stepped over the 


threshhold. In him is .expressed the 
true Russian trait, the constant 
seeking after truth. 
Tlic_. Russians 


are a mystic people, intensely reli- 
gious and 
intensely 
superstitions, 


due to their oriental origin." 


Mrs. Brown said that 
when 
it 


was considered that a half century 
ago 99 per cent of the people were 
illiterate and 90 per 
cent 
were 


serfs, the Russian people had made 
truly great 
strides. She recalled 


that,Tolstoy wrote for the tyro.ex- 
tremes, the aristocrats and the 
peasants, but did not know the mid- 
dle class. 


Many persons think, she asserted 


that his "War and Peace" is ; the 
greatest thing ever 
written. 
None 


compares with it, she saidy except 
Hugo's "Les Miserables." It is the 
rirth of the nation, she added, ..and 
t is neither history nor novels, hilt 
s an epoch. 
, 
i " 


Tolstoy was a member of the up- 


per class and led a dissolute life 
vhile a young man. 
He served: .in 


.he: Crimean war and 
first 
Daisied 


recognition by stories-written^then; 
'The Caucasus" relates his impres- 
sions, gained in thfrCauca'sus moun,-; 


ains, the most rjmatie spot in Eus- 
ia, which are tq Russians what the 
lighlands are to the Scots. She re- 


ferred to "Anna Karenmn." as one 
of his grcaf novels and the 
one 


which no person should read unless 
they are in sympathetic 
attitude. 


Other novels coming under a later 
period were "The Rcsurrestion" and 
"Kreutser Sonata." 


The second Tolstoy, Mrs. Brown 


recalled, is Tolstoy, the preacher. 
She quoted Edmund Grosse, the no- 
ted English critic, who said of Tol- 
stoy that he had the soul of an Eng- 
lish chemist and the body of a Hin- 
du Buddhist. When he was 
fifty 


years old, Mrs. Brown said, he ex- 
perienced what we call a conversion 
because he had never been satisfied 
"with the Russian church. He was a 
iorn heretic, refusing to believe that 
which other people told him until he 
had investigated. 
He frequently, in 


the hitter period of his life, faced 
about squarely and taught another 
dogma diametrically opposite to that 
he had preached the lecturer declar-. 
ed. 
She recalled the 
comment oE 


one who had said he wore "blind- 
ers" and could not see only in i'rotit, 
so that when turned around, he had 
to face about completely 


Mrs. Brown said that after 
his 


conversion he preached against the 
four inherent traits 
of man, the 


sense of greed, sex, war and reli- 
gion, which did not deter people, hut 
delighted them. They 
listened 
to 


him because it tickled their ears, she 
said but they went on the same way. 


"Renounce was his chief 
cry," 


Mrs. Brown said of the latter days 
of his life. " 'Leave the false civili- 
zation of the cities;' he cried, 'and 
return to the freedom of nature.' as 
many before him did and many after 
him have done." 


Another of his theories on which 


he preached was non-resistance, the 
lecturer said. In other words, it' you 
meet a maniac in the road, allow him 
to take your life rather than deprive 
him of his liberty. Mrs. Brown de- 
clared him to be very, very blind and 
very narrow in his 
non-resistance 


theory. 
He called it Christian an- 


archism she said. 
Mrs. Brown de- 


clared his conception of women and 
sex in a general way was very low, 
and here again he proved 
himself 


thoroughly oriental. 


Mrs. Brown declared he was most 


inconsistent, petulant and childish, 
and admitted it, but thai he was a 
marvelous baby, because he was the 
one expression of freedom who dar- 
ed thunder at the czar and never be 
punished for it. 


He never carried money, but al- 


ways had someone along to pay the 
bill, and he never believed in doc- 
tors, but he had one constantly in 
his household and called 
him his 


secretary, Mrs. Brown 
said. 
The 


lecturer, in closing, showed his last 
act proved him an ,oriental when he 
went on a material pilgrimage seek- 
ing 
truth, accompanied 
by 
his 


daughter, and died in a monastary.
